Claims 39-61 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a rear-drive vehicle 
characterized in that when cornering the central control unit reduces the lock 
percentage (%L) of the differential when the accelerator pedal is pressed and increases 
the lock percentage (%L) of the differential when the accelerator pedal is released, in 
combination with the other elements required by independent claim 39.
